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THE  DIMENSION  OF  FREEDOM 

The  most  dangerous  enemy  to  truth  and  freedom,  Ibsen  told  us,  is  the  compact 
majority.  This  has  always  been,  of  course,  one  of  the  ideas  on  which  Pacifica  Radio's 
public  affairs  broadcasting  policies  rest. 

In  recent  Folios  we  have  experimented  with  coordinated  programming  built 
around  a  central  subject,  bringing  you,  for  example,  several  programs  on  Cuba  and 
Latin  America  and  a  planned  group  on  civil  defense,  as  well  as  such  thorough  outside 
coverage  as  that  of  the  AAAS  and  Control  of  the  Mind  conferences.  In  this  Folio, 
we  turn  to  a  concentrated  examination  of  an  area  we  have  tried  never  to  neglect:  the 
shifting  and  difficult  dimension  of  freedom  itself. 

This  Folio  went  to  press  as  two  decisions,  significant  for  a  sharpening  definition 
of  this  dimension,  came  down  from  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court.  Both  were  5-4  decisions. 
Both  concerned  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  a  body  which  has 
provided  many  tests  for  thoughtful  people — often  bitterly  opposed  to  each  other — 
who  would  clarify  the  dimension  of  freedom. 

Associate  Justice  Hugo  Black,  who  delivered  ringing  dissents  in  both  of  the 
cases,  spoke  recently  on  freedom  and  government;  this  Folio  includes  that  talk  (April 
11,  12).  Attorney  Albert  Bendich  assesses  the  Wilkinson  and  Braden  decisions  (April 
16),  and  Frank  Wilkinson  himself  offers  an  insight  into  the  human  background  of 
one  of  them  in  conversation  with  Elsa  Knight  Thompson  (April  12,  13).  On  April 
23,  the  recent  all-day  conference  on  HUAC,  held  in  San  Francisco  by  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union,  is  heard  in  an  edited  version. 

Other  aspects  of  the  struggle  for  freedom,  in  America  and  elsewhere,  are  discussed 
in  these  two  weeks  as  well:  Virginia's  plan  for  freedom  of  choice  in  schooling  (April 
10,  11)  ;  the  fear  of  another  dark  age  for  freedom  in  Germany  (April  16)  ;  a  dis- 
cussion of  political  prisoners  in  Spain   (April  13,  20). 

No  more  than  you  do  we  know  the  dimension  of  freedom;  but  we  continue 
determined  that  neither  ignorance  nor  fear  of  the  unusual  opinion  will  leave  you, 
the  KPFA  listener,  among  the  compact  majority  that  is  its  enemy.
